The Dominion Parliament, which recently created a Federal Depart- 
ment of Public Health, is responsible for the establishment and enforce- 
tent of quarantine to prevent the introduction of disease into Canada from 
abroad; for the establishment and maintenance of Marine Hospitals; for the 
niedical inspection of immigrants, and, generally, work of an educational 
character affecting the health and well-be eis of all the Canadian people. 

The larger portion of the burden of expense and administration in con- 
nection with safeguarding the public ttealth 7 is imposed on the Provinces, 
which are responsible for the establishment, maintenance, and management 
of hospitals, asylums, charities, institutions for the deaf and dumb, blind 
mentally deficient, and so forth.

Simple Ice Storage 


Every Country Home Should Have its 
Own Supply of Ice 

Much waste in food products, more 
especially in connection with dairy- 
ing, could be saved during the sum- 
mer month if the simple instructions 
for storing ice which are described in 
Pamphlet No. 2, New Series, of the! 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
were generally adopted. Besides | 
this, foods and drinks would be more 
palatable if every country home had 
its own supply of ice. As the pamph- 
let points out, a very simple storage 
is necessary; any unoccupied corner 
of a shed will serve the purpose, A 
rough board enclosure 10 feet square 
and § feet high will hold enough ice 
to provide fifty pounds per day for 130 
days after allowing. for a reasonable! 
amount of wastage. Poles, even, 
may be driven into the ground and lin- 
ed up on the inside with rough luni- 
ber or slabs, leaving a space of about 
three-eights of an inch between the 
boards of the wall and the enclosure 
covered with a roof to keep out the} 
rain. It is necessary to provide free | 
drainage. About a foot of sawdust 
should be placed on the floor. A 
space of one foot should be left be- 
tween the ice and the wall to be filled 
with sawdust. When the chinks be- 
tween the blocks have been filled with | 
crushed ice and the whole frezen to-| 
gether, the ice should be covered wth 
about the same thickness of sawdust 
as is needed for the sides, The dryzr 
the sawdust the better the ice will 
keep. The pamphlet also describes 
an ice well and shows plans for the 
construction of ice houses,

Light That Rivals Sun 


Most Powerful Ever Produced Seen 
‘140 Miles at Sea 

A new beacon light for Ughthouses 
said to be the most powerful artificial 
light ever produced—sending a beam 
thirty miles in the air that can be seen 
for 140 miles at sea—was tested re- 
cently in Brooklyn and pronounced a 
success. 

According to Mr. Sperry, the inven 
tor, theh new light will not only revo- 
lutionize navigation at sea near coasts, 
but will be of immense servire to 
aviation and will make night flying at 
high altitude much safer than it Is at 
present. 

“Present lighthouses send horizon- 
tul beams,” explained Mr, Sperry. 
“These are cut off by the horizon. The 
idea of the new beacon is a veriical 
swinging beam, which can be seen 
above a low lying fog—and most fogs 
are low lying—-and which show its po- 
sition by the number of its swings, or 
beats a minute. 

The light tested fs of 1,400 million 
candle power, almost the strength of 
the sun’s rays at the surface of the 
earth.”

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Is Hindering Development 

The linking of groups of the princ!- 
pal countries of the world into huge 
high-power transmission systems from 
which electrical energy sufficlent to 
provide a large portion of commercial 
and transport needs could be taken 
Is one of the problems which the In- 
ternational Electrical Conference in 
Paris had under discussion, 

The meeting brought together dele- 
gates from 12 countries including the 
United States and Canada, 

Blectricity as a means of moving 
trains, ocean steamships and turning 
the wheels of industry {s about to 
come into its own, according to the 
delegates, and the only thing that 
prevents tremendous developments 
in electric energy {s the present high 
cost of materials and the expense at- 
tached to changing from steam and 
other methods to electricity. 

The American delegates surprised 
the European experts when they out- 
lined the extent to which electricity 
{s made to work for the American 
people. The invasion of the Amert- 
can home by such labor saving de- 
vices as electric stoves, dishwashers, 
irons, ete., amazed many of the dele- 
gates who represent countries where 
as yet clectricity has not figured in 
the home except in supplying light. 

The delegates were surprised at 
the progress made in electrical de- 
velopment in France since 1918. The 
use of French rivers in generating 
electrical energy will eventually 
place France second to none in the 
manufacture of electricity, in the 
opinion of the delegates.

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Wiping Out 
Mange In Cattle 


Means Taken far Safeguarding the 
Health of Animals Used for Food 


The magnitude of the work carried 
on by the Health of Animais Branch 
of the Dominion Department of Agrt- 
culture is well exemplified in the an- 
nual report of the Veterinary Director- 
General for the year 1920-21, recently 
issued, One of the tasks undertak- 
en by the branch was the wiping out 
of mange on the range area of Al- 
berta. When {ft Is stated that this 
area comprised 2,082 townships, ap- 
proximately 74,952 square miles, a 
territory as large as Scotland, it will 
be understood what “magnitude” in 
this connection means, Very careful 
details had to be arranged. Dipping 
was made compulsory. New dipping 
vats were bullt, to the expense of 
which the department contributed 
$400 each. No cattle had to be driv- 
en more than twelve miles to a vat, 
and every possible contingency pro- 
vided for. In these efforts the cattle- 
men cordially co-operated. On June 
24, 197,721 head had been dipped for 
the first time, and on July 2 and fol- 
lowing days 197,914 were dipped for 
the second time. Asa result, mange 
has been entirely eradicated and the 
restrictions have been removed. 

The Veterinary Director-General is 
further able to report that Canadian 
livestock retains its enviable reputa- 
tlon as among the healthiest in the 
world, None of the great animal 
plagues, such as rinderpest, foot and 
mouth disease, or contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia, has made its appearance, 
and hog cholera and glanders exist 
only to a trifllng extent 

The report also details the work 
performed during the year by the 
Pathological division, which includes 
the biological laboratory at Ottawa, 
the research station and the branch 
laboratories and by the meat and can 
ned foods division, which certifies to 
the quality and wholesomeness of all 
manufactured food products and 
supervises the importation of meat 
and meat-food products, as well 
fruits, vegetables, milk and milk pro- 
ducts. The fact is noteworthy that 
Canada is the only country in the 
world that possesses a law setting out 
standards to which all countries trad- 
ing with her in food products must 
conform.

Growing Wheat in Britain on Same 
Land for 73 Years. 

It has long been a tradition of 
farming that two white-straw crops 
should not be grown in succession, 
and the tradition still lives aithough 
it is generally known that-there are 
numerous cases in which the prattice 
has been a success. The classical 
proof that white-straw crops can fol- 
low one another without dcteriora- 


tion of the land is afforded by experi-| 


ments at Rothamsted Experimental 
Station, where wheat has been grown 
continuously on the same fand for 73 
years, with only two seasons’ break 
for fallow, and barley has been grown 
for 63 ycars with only one svason’s 
fallow, In similar experitaents at 
Woburn, on a= much. lighter soil, 
forty-four crops of wheat have been 
taken off the same land without any 
break, and forty-four crops of barley 
off the barley plots. As a commer: 
cial proposition, wheat was grown al- 
most continuously for 50 years on Mr, 
Prout’s land at Sawbridgeworth. 
Other instances are also known, par- 
ticularly on chalky boulder clay, 
where wheat has been grown for a 
succession of years on the same land,
